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ACTOR IS JAILED 
FOR SEX ATTACKS

AN actor from Wood Green 
who has appeared in popular 
TV shows Broadchurch and 
Grantchester has been jailed 
for sexually assaulting two 
sleeping women. 

Nyakeh Kpaka, 26, of Gladstone 
Avenue, was branded a “dangerous 
sexual predator” for attacking the 
women at house parties in Finsbury 
Park and in Blackheath, south-east 
London, six months apart, after each 
of them had gone to bed. 

He was sentenced to eight years in 
prison at Woolwich Crown Court on 
Tuesday last week 

Kpaka was at the house party in 
Blackheath in May last year when 


he got into a bed where a woman 
was asleep and sexually assaulted 
her twice. 

She ran from the bedroom 
screaming and police were called. 

A second woman then came for¬ 
ward to say that Kpaka had attacked 
her at a house party in Finsbury 
Park in December 2014. 

She had barely spoken to him and 
did not know him before that night. 

Kpaka - also known as Nakay 
Kpaka - featured in the second sea¬ 
son of ITV crime drama Broad¬ 
church, which starred David 
Tennant and Olivia Colman, as 
Jonah Bishop, the imprisoned son of 
QC Sharon Bishop, played by Mari¬ 
anne Jean-Baptiste. 

Kpaka denied the Finsbury Park 
attack and claimed contact with the 


woman in Blackheath had been con¬ 
sensual - but a jury found him 
guilty of three counts of sexual 
assault by penetration. 

After the conviction, Detective 
Constable Peter Thompson said: 
“Kpaka is a dangerous sexual preda¬ 
tor who has attacked vulnerable lone 
women while they were sleeping in 
bed at two different house parties. 

“Thankfully, he has now been 
caught and convicted and is serving 
a prison sentence. 

“I would like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank those present at 
the parties who came to the assis¬ 
tance of the victims and the victims 
themselves, who showed a great 
degree of courage to report 
these offences and give evidence 
against Kpaka.”

EXTRA police support is being drafted in 
to tackle crime on housing estates. 

Officers began patrolling at the start 
of September and are based on estates 
where higher levels of criminal and anti¬ 
social behaviour, including drug use, have 
been reported. 

But Tories on Enfield Council have 
criticised the local authority after it was 


revealed that the introduction of the 16 
extra officers was delayed by six months 
as a result of red tape. 

Funding for the officers - paid for by 
the council and supplied by the Metropol¬ 
itan Police and the Mayor’s Office for 
Policing and Crime was approved in 
April - but bureaucracy meant that they 
are only now patrolling the estates. 

Joanne Laban, the Conservative group’s 
deputy leader, said: “I am shocked 
and dismayed that due to the council

the borough was without its extra 
police resource. 

“I know this is an extra resource in 
addition to the Metropolitan Police provi¬ 
sion, but the loss of officers down to 
bureaucracy is just not on. 

“The decision by the council was made 
in April to enter into a new contract, but it 
was only signed off last month meaning a 
gap in provision for six months. 

“It is unforgivable that this has 
happened.” 

A council spokeswoman admitted that 
there had been a six-month delay but 
stressed: “We were unable to proceed

ENFIELD Southgate MP 
David Burrowes has led 
fellow parliamentarians 
in calling on President 
Obama to prevent the 
extradition of Lauri 
Love, the alleged 
computer hacker. 

The open letter, signed 
by more than 100 MPs, 
follows questions posed 
by Mr Burrowes to the 
Prime Minister in 
parliament last week. 

Mr Love, 31, pictured 
right , who has Asperger’s 
syndrome, is accused of 
hacking into key 
American institutions, 
including the FBI, NASA 
and the Federal Reserve 


bank. In September, a 
judge sitting in 
Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court ruled that Mr 
Love could be extradited 
to the United States. 

Mr Burrowes 
successfully supported 
the campaign to prevent 
the extradition of Gary 
McKinnon, who was also 
accused of hacking into 
American state systems. 

Following his case, 
the then Home Secretary 
Theresa May introduced 
a forum bar to limit 
the situations in 
which extradition can 
take place. 

Mr Love’s lawyers 



believe that he faces a 
likely sentence of 99 
years if he is tried in 
America over alleged 
crimes that would attract 
a maximum penalty of a 


few years in prison if 
found guilty in the UK. 

Mr Love has suffered 
lifelong depression and is 
considered at great risk 
of taking his own life, if 
incarcerated away from 
his family. 

He does not believe he 
would receive justice in 
the United States, he 
told the court earlier 
this year. 

He said: “Sadly, what I 
expect [in an American 
prison] are the urges, 
the depression, the 
helplessness ... I will 
exercise what remains of 
my self-control and I will 
take my life.”

The 53-year-old, who 
organises arts and crafts near 
the band stand, was delighted 
at the weekend as youngsters 
were eager to have a go at 
plunging their faces into the 
barrel of water to retrieve the 
floating apples without using 
their hands. 

“There was a lot of 
enthusiasm from the chil¬ 
dren,” said James, who is a 
volunteer for the Old Enfield 
Charitable Trust, which runs 
the market every Thursday 
and Saturday. 

“It was like a pied piper 
exhibition. It was just great. 
Once they got the hang of 
how to play they kept taking 
it in turns and watching 
each other.” 


James had previously been 
met with mystified stares 
from children and parents 
last week when he invited 
them to have a go because 
they hadn’t heard of the 
custom and didn’t know what 
they were expected to do.

Former Enfield Southgate 
MP Portillo has no regrets

HE doesn’t need reminding of 
the infamous “Portillo 
moment” when, as a Conserva¬ 
tive cabinet minister, he lost 
what was considered the safe 
Enfield Southgate seat to 
Labour’s relatively unknown 
candidate Stephen Twigg. 

It was a defining moment in 
the 1997 general election and 
has since become a metaphor 
for a dramatic swing in politi¬ 
cal fortunes. 

But Michael Portillo, the 
63-year-old ex-politician, 
broadcaster and presenter, is 
far from dismayed by the expe¬ 
rience, choosing to reminisce 
and poke fun at himself when 


he brings his An Audience 
With-style show to Wyllyotts 
Theatre, in Potters Bar, on 
Saturday night. 

Titled A Game of Two 
Halves, it is a fascinating col¬ 
lection of amusing tales and 
anecdotes about his life. 

The first half deals with his 
long political career, with posi¬ 
tions in both Margaret 
Thatcher and John Major’s 
governments from the mid- 
1980s through to the mid- 
1990s. He tells yarns about 
Mrs Thatcher, whom he admits 
was “formidable”. 

As a potential party leader 
who was once tipped as a 
future Prime Minister, Mr Por¬ 
tillo bowed out of politics in 
2005 and says he doesn’t miss 


it and has no desire to return. 

“I was never that ambitious 
about climbing up the greasy 
pole. I had held several cabinet 
posts and had had my fill. 
I left voluntarily because I did¬ 
n’t enjoy being in opposition,” 
he explains. 

The other half deals with his 
new-found celebrity status as a 
historian and TV presenter of 
the BBC series Great British 
Railway Journeys. 

The evening also includes a 
question and answer session 
during which the audience can 
put him on the spot. 

A staunch Eurosceptic, he 
says he is cautiously optimistic 
about Brexit - believing the 
euro is doomed and that the 
rich countries of the continent 


will get to the point where free 
movement of people can no 
longer be sustained, while the 
poorer countries will no longer 
be able to afford to lose their 
talented young. 

And he is probably best 
placed to give an insightful 
comment on the American 
presidential election, having 
just spent the summer filming 
the Great American Railway 
Journeys for the Beeb. 

“It is difficult to understand,” 
he says. “More than 70 per cent 
of Americans distrust Hillary 
Clinton, so it’s hard to see how 
she would govern should she 
win, and they distrust Trump 
even more. It shows the disillu¬ 
sionment and distrust with the 
political establishment.”

YouTube star 
Nikki is truly 
inspirational

THE extraordinary courage of an Enfield girl who helped millions by 
sharing her story on YouTube has won her a prestigious award. 

Twelve-year-old Nikki Christou was diagnosed with a potentially 
life-threatening condition which left her with a severe facial disfigure¬ 
ment at the age of six. 

But where many people would have shut themselves away from the 
world, the YouTube star shared her story, beauty and baking tips, win¬ 
ning herself millions of online fans. 

On Monday night the vlogger won a Child of Courage accolade at the 
Pride of Britain Awards - broadcast on ITV last night. 

Her dad George Christou, 50, said: “Nikki had a wonderful evening. 
She swapped make-up tips with Candice Brown (Bake Off winner) and 
Mary Berry. Jamie Oliver said he wants to do some kind of cooking 
collaboration with Nikki, which is very exciting. 

“She was gracious and funny, as always. There wasn’t a dry eye in 
the house.” 

Nikki’s life changed forever when she and her parents noticed veins 
popping up on the right side of her face. 

She was diagnosed with arteriovenous malformation (AVM), a rare 
health condition - which leaves sufferers with an “abnormal connec¬ 
tion” between their arteries and veins and causes intense pain and life- 
threatening nosebleeds. 

She underwent 30 operations and was unable to run around for fear 
of raising her blood pressure, leaving her a prisoner in her own home. 

Mr Christou said: “It was awful. No child should have to suffer the 
way Nikki has. It started with nosebleeds, then bleeding from her mouth 
and eyes. But these bleeds are so severe they are life-threatening. 

“It robbed her of her childhood. She would watch out of the window 
unable to play with her friends.”

Nikki said: “It was a shock because at that age I didn’t have a care in 
the world. I felt quite lonely because after it was diagnosed my friends 
still didn’t have a care in the world while I had to give up a lot of clubs 
and activities. I didn’t go to school very often and I felt isolated.” 

Two years after her diagnosis, Nikki set up her YouTube channel, 
Nikki Lily, where she shares make-up tips and baking tutorials with her 
loyal fan base. 

She has become a social media star, inspiring fans across the world, 
some with the same condition and thousands who simply love her 
positive attitude. 

With more than 120 videos so far, each new show tends to chalk up 
more than 500,000 views. 

Nikki said: “It’s amazing I have so many followers. I’m not going to 
lie and say it doesn’t get me down or make me angry. 

“But you can either be negative and not enjoy life, or you can be pos¬ 
itive and block out all the negativity in your life and live a lovely, 
healthy, joyful and happy life.” 

Through her charity, Butterfly AVM, Nikki has also raised almost 
£400,000 for research into AVM at Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
where she has been treated, and University College Hospital London.

PSPOs are a legal measure created 
by the Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime 
and Policing Act 2014 and offer pro¬ 
tection against specific nuisances in 
defined areas, in addition to existing 
criminal sanctions. 

Breaching one can attract a £100 
fixed penalty notice, with a maxi¬ 
mum fine of £1,000 if it is not paid. 

Cabinet member for community 
safety and public health Krystle Fony- 
onga said: “PSPOs will give the coun¬ 
cil the opportunity to take firm action 
against anti-social behaviour, some of 
which borders on criminal activity.” 

PSPOs could be used to target bor¬ 
ough-wide behaviour, as well as spe¬ 


cific orders to cover parks, open 
spaces, council estates and associated 
land. The council and the police are 
authorised to enforce PSPOs. 

Ms Fonyonga added: “Introducing 
them in certain areas will create a 
powerful deterrent for wrongdoers 
and will help us to address the type of 
unacceptable behaviour we simply 
don’t want to see in Enfield.” 

Daniel Anderson, cabinet member 
for environment, said: “Anti-social 
behaviour blights residents’ lives and 
we receive regular demands that we 
take action to address it.”

Council’s housing firm snaps up 200th home 


THE housing company which provides 
short-term accommodation on behalf 
of Enfield Council has bought its 
200th property and is looking to make 
more acquisitions. 

Between March 2014, when it was 
set up, and March this year, the 
council-owned Housing Gateway 
has saved the local authority 
£1 million by providing alternatives to 
emergency bed and breakfast for 
homeless families. 


Half of Housing Gateway properties 
are two, three and four-bedroom for¬ 
mer council homes bought under the 
Right To Buy scheme. 

Families are given an assured short- 
hold tenancy as well as help to find 
longer term, cheaper accommodation. 

Dino Lemonides, Housing Gateway 
board member and the council’s cabi¬ 
net member for finance and efficiency, 
said: “Between 2010 and 2015 we 
needed to make budget reductions of 


£118m and we still need to find a fur¬ 
ther £5 6m of savings by 2019/20 
because of continuing reductions on 
central government funding.” 

Fellow board member and cabinet 
member for housing and housing 
regeneration Ahmet Oykener said: 
“This is a practical, effective and intel¬ 
ligent response to serious budget pres¬ 
sures and I am delighted we have been 
able to find an effective solution to an 
incredibly taxing problem.”

Getting into the 
art of Edmonton 

Ambulance crew is Canadian's latest work

PARAMEDICS at Edmonton ambulance station 
have been immortalised by a firefighter from 
Edmonton in Canada who creates art which fea¬ 
tures the work of the world’s emergency services. 

Dan Sundahl, whose full-time job is as a 
firefighter and paramedic in Edmonton, Alberta, 
travelled the 4,000 miles to London during 
the summer. 

The globetrotter specialises in making art¬ 
works of police, ambulance and fire crews, digi¬ 
tally enhancing and colouring the original print 
until it resembles a hand-painted image. 

The effect is stunning and has earned him 
world renown, especially among emergency ser¬ 
vices in Europe and Asia as well as north and 
south America. 

Charlotte Wright, a paramedic at the ambu¬ 
lance station in Windmill Road, Edmonton 
[north London], who follows Daniel’s artwork on 
Facebook, heard he was making his first trip to 
the UK and invited him to the station so he could 
produce a piece of art featuring the crew there. 


“The photo session was great,” said Daniel. 
“I was able to meet some fellow paramedics 
who were on shift and capture a group photo 
with them.” 

He spent 10 days in London and also 
photographed other members of the London 
Ambulance Service. 

“I really enjoyed my time in London and at the 
Edmonton station,” he added. 

“London’s medical services are similar in a lot 
of ways to Canada, but I learned a few things that 
I may try to implement within my own service.” 

Daniel says he uses his artwork as “therapy” 
for his job which helps to “purge” often distress¬ 
ing scenes from his memory and turn them into 
artistic creations. 

“I try to capture an emotional element in 
my artwork that goes beyond the image itself,” 
he explained. 

“I’m truly humbled by all the attention my 
work has received and I’m sure I’ll keep creating 
until I’m old and cranky.” 

Despite repeated requests, London Ambulance 
Service were unable to provide a comment from 
Edmonton ambulance station. 


MP and council clash over 
caring for refugee children 


MP David Burrowes has made renewed calls for 
Enfield to stop sitting on its hands and let in vul¬ 
nerable refugees being dispersed from Calais. 

As thousands of desperate migrants poured 
out of the squalid Jungle camp, the Tory MP 
for Enfield Southgate said it was time to act. 

Speaking on Radio 4 and in parliament last 
week as the operation to demolish the camp 
began, Mr Burrowes urged local authorities - 
in particular his own - to do more. 

He said: “Considering the government has 
now made it crystal clear that the UK must pri¬ 
oritise the safety and security of children who 
are eligible for resettlement to the UK, I am dis¬ 
appointed that Enfield Council is not following 
other London councils in providing places for 
child refugees following relocation schemes.” 

Mr Burrowes, who sits on the Commons 
Home Affairs Select Committee, raised con¬ 
cerns that planned shelters would be insuffi¬ 
cient to accommodate all child refugees should 
the French authorities fail to accept the French 
Red Cross offer of a children’s centre. 


He urged local authorities to deliver on 
their commitment to take their fair share of 
vulnerable children who have a legal right to be 
in the UK. 

Enfield has additionally accepted 70 unac¬ 
companied asylum seeking children - Hilling¬ 
don has so far taken 110 and Croydon has 
taken 430 - but has yet to take any under the 
Vulnerable Persons Resettlement Scheme. 

However, cabinet member for education, 
children’s services and protection Ayfer Orhan 
rejected his claims and urged him to check his 
facts, saying Enfield was “ready and waiting”. 

“I am very disappointed that Mr Burrowes 
didn’t check his facts with us first,” she said. 
“Enfield has taken a very high number of chil¬ 
dren seeking asylum. 

“Once the government has sorted out the 
paperwork for the children at Calais, we are 
ready and waiting to take more.” 

Mr Burrowes immediately responded: “The 
paperwork has been sorted. The clock is ticking. 
When is Enfield going to honour its promise?”

I MAKE no apologies for 
returning to the issue of the 
inadequate government 
funding for Enfield. Each and 
every one of us gets a raw deal 
from the scandalous shortfall in 
funding compared with some 
other parts of London. 

While our funding is below 
£500 per head some inner London 
boroughs get more than £900 per 
head. Our ability to make a 
positive difference and adequately 
fund our services is therefore 
inevitably compromised. 

As our population rises above 
the average population increases, 
children’s services and adult 
social care are having ever 
increasing demands on them and 
the cost of meeting our housing 
legal duties are increasing. The 
iniquities of government grant 
distribution is short-changing 
every single resident in Enfield. 

As a council we continue to 
find innovative ways to improve 
and minimise the effect of the 49 
per cent cut to our funding since 
2010 and a further £56million to 
be found by 2020 - but the 
impact of not even cutting from 
the real grant we should get, but 
from the unequal grant we do 
get, makes Enfield particularly 
badly hit, with £100m lost over 
ten years. 

We need everyone in the 
borough to get behind the 
campaign to give Enfield a fair 
share of funding so we can 
protect the sick and vulnerable, 
invest in the future and improve 
our quality of life. 

I am particularly indebted to 
the Over 50s Forum who have 
launched a petition at 
https ://www. change, org/p/en field 
-borough-over-50s-forum-fairer- 
funding-for-en field. Like me, 
they see the unfairness of the 
current system - and this has 
cross-party support in the council. 


Time to end secrecy and ignorance about adoption 


YOUR article (“The most rewarding 
thing I’ve ever done”, Advertiser, 
October 19) spoke of a woman’s deci¬ 
sion to adopt. 

As a birth mother who felt obliged to 
give up my first child for adoption in 
1963, I have nothing but admiration 
for what she has done. 

Nonetheless, I think it is important 
to point out that many adoptions today 
break down - perhaps one in five, 
or more, and the child, already dam¬ 
aged by previous experiences, then 
enters a nightmare world of moving 
from one temporary placement to 
another, with the fear of further rejec¬ 
tion becoming a self-fulfilling 


prophecy as testing out behaviour 
becomes more and more desperate. 

But National Adoption Week is itself 
a reminder, for the original parents, of 
the pain and grief caused by their 
own loss. 

Many people have forgotten or per¬ 
haps are too young to know about the 
situation in the years from the 1950s 
until the 1980s when many women 
were coerced into agreeing to adoption 
simply because they were not married. 

These women often suffered years of 
depression and grief, made worse by 
the secrecy of it all, and many never 
had any more children. 

There is now a campaigning group - 


MAA, Movement for an Adoption 
Apology - which seeks a parliamen¬ 
tary apology for past adoption prac¬ 
tices. Above all, we want to remove the 
secrecy and ignorance which still sur¬ 
round this issue. 

And as to today’s adoptions, the situ¬ 
ation is hardly any less bleak as we see 
more pressure than ever from a gov¬ 
ernment wanting to increase the num¬ 
ber of adoptions while at the same 
time systematically reducing the ser¬ 
vices which could help vulnerable 
families to survive intact.

Couple have their faith to 
thank for diamond wedding

A COUPLE who are both church pastors cele¬ 
brated their 60th diamond wedding anniversary 
at the weekend and say their “faith” has been the 
secret to their long and happy marriage. 

Theodore, 86, and Merlie Scott, 79, of Ashley 
Gardens, Palmers Green, marked the special 
occasion with more than 300 family members 
and friends on Saturday, with some travelling 
from as far afield as America. 

The couple married in Jamaica in 1956, where 
they are originally from, having met at the 
Pentecostal church in Kingston. Theodore pro¬ 
posed within four months of meeting Merlie. 

“I remember going to her house and asking her 
parents for her hand in marriage,” he said. “I was 
25 at the time, but I didn’t know she was only 19.” 

After they had two daughters - Grace, who was 
13 months at the time and Carol, six months - 
Theodore moved to London in 1961 in the hope 
of saving enough money to move back to 
Jamaica to buy a house for his family. 

Merlie stayed in Jamaica and the couple kept in 
touch by letter. 

“I remember arriving at Heathrow and 
people saying, ‘Welcome, we wish you every 
success in your new home’, but I was thinking 
I’m going back to Jamaica in two years’ time,” 
joked Theodore. 

After a year apart without seeing each other, 
Merlie moved to London with her mother and 
two daughters to be with her husband. 

“It was a long time without seeing each other so 
I wanted us to join him in London,” said Merlie. 

The couple decided to settle in London and 
had three more children - Junior, Lorraine 
and Sharon. 

Theodore began a 34-year career on the rail¬ 
ways, first as a cleaner at Bounds Green Tube 
station, in Bounds Green Road. 

He was then promoted as a leading porter 
at Harringey station and became a station 


supervisor at Finsbury Park station before retir¬ 
ing in 1995. 

Merlie worked for 30 years as an assistant 
nurse for the NHS, first at North Middlesex 
University Hospital, in Wilbury Way, Edmonton, 
and then St Ann’s Hospital, in Tottenham. She 
retired in 1997. 

Merlie became a pastor in 2011 at the 


Triumphant Church of God in Christ, in 
Tottenham. Theodore had been ordained in 1965. 

“Our faith has helped us through,” added 
Merlie. “Sometimes we have hit a rock, but 
we’ve always been able to smooth it out, 

“It’s because we believe strongly in our 
faith. We’ve learnt to understand and support 
each other.”

Serving up some drama

FANCY a bit of theatre with 
your omelette? Then head to 
Malone & Co - a new commu¬ 
nity cafe where drama, comedy 
and music events happen as you 
eat. 

The cafe opened in Burleigh 
Way, Enfield Town, eight 


weeks ago and is the brainchild 
of chef Kwaku Appiah, 44, who 
has run the cafe in Jacksons 
Lane, a multi-arts venue in 
Highgate, and others in High- 
gate Woods, Bristol and 
Weston-super-Mare - “they’re 
suspicious of anything except 
burgers,” he jokes. 

Kwaku’s been waiting five 
years for the building, just 


behind Starbucks, to be com¬ 
pleted and he has a long list of 
young people signed up to do an 
NVQ in food production there. 

He wants to “give back” to the 
community and let the drama 
students have a go, acting out 
scenes from films including 
The Shawshank Redemption 
and Gone with the Wind. 

Kwaku grew up in Tottenham 


and used to hang about after 
school looking for something to 
do. He stumbled on a cookery 
class for adults and was finally 
allowed to join after charming 
the grown-ups. 

He said: “I discovered some¬ 
thing I was really good at and 
something I really liked. I was a 
DJ for years and then got ripped 
off so decided to become a chef. 

“I could have made a lot of 
money from it, if I’d wanted, 
but it’s about the socialising 
for me and the sharing of ideas 
and food. 

“I like people. That’s why I 
always have open kitchens so I 
can see what’s going on and get 
out into the front of house.” 

Over the next few weeks he’ll 
be starting a breakfast club, 
where kids can go in, do their 
homework and get a good 
healthy meal that won’t break 
the bank. 

The NVQ students will gain 
vital skills in the kitchen and be 
sent out to the marketplace in the 
town to try their social skills. 

He added: “It’s no good if 
you’re a great cook, but can’t 
relate to people, so I make them 
do front of house, too. We’re get¬ 
ting a market stall selling pud¬ 
dings to eat there or take away. 

“They offered me a job in 
The Dorchester once, but they 
work in silence and I need music 
to function, anything from 
Tibetan Monk music to Jay Z 
and I’m happy!”

T HE lies we tell ourselves are often more 
damaging than those we fashion for the 
people we love. 

This art of personal deception is practised 
with elan by characters in designer Tom Ford’s 
second film - an impeccably tailored and grip¬ 
ping psychological thriller based on the novel 
Tony And Susan by Austin Wright. 

If Ford’s impressive, Oscar-nominated debut, 
A Single Man, was emotionally cool, Nocturnal 
Animals reduces the temperature to sub-zero 
as an unhappily married woman relives - with 
a shudder - the betrayal that destroyed the 
only loyal and openly loving person in her life. 

The writer-director employs a simple yet 
effective film-within-a-film structure, ricochet¬ 
ing between metallic, minimalist reality and 
sun-baked, sweat-stained fiction with aplomb. 

In both strands, innately good, yet tortured, 
protagonists reach crossroads and the ago¬ 
nised choices they make will gnaw at their 
fc souls for the rest of their days. 

Ford’s impeccable eye for detail is in evi¬ 
dence in every frame and he toys repeatedly 
with notions of beauty as his stylish, social 
climber heroine reluctantly acknowledges the 
|ugliness that lurks beneath her designer labels 
and flawless make-up. 

Los Angeles gallery owner Susan Morrow 
|(Amy Adams) stages provocative exhibitions, 
which elicit coos of appreciation from her pals 
Messia (Andrea Riseborough) and Carlos

That’s also a succinct description for her 
marriage to philandering businessman Hutton 
(Armie Hammer), whose financial woes impact 
on the gallery’s future.

A T first glance, not much 
appears to have changed on 
the Mazda 6 - apart from a 
few styling tweaks, it is near identical 
to its predecessor. 

And it’s little wonder. First intro¬ 
duced for the 2014 model year, 
before being updated for 2016, you 
could be forgiven for wondering 
why Mazda has once again modified 
the 6. 

However, in this instance, it is 
very much a case of what’s inside 
that counts. 

Mazda’s G-Vectoring Control 
(GVC) - the manufacturer’s own 
torque distribution kit - makes a 
debut on the D-segment model, 
promising to smooth corners and 
improve driving satisfaction. 

Meanwhile, new systems within 
the pre-existing Skyactiv-D power- 
trains deliver added responsiveness, 



while reducing engine noise. Follow¬ 
ing an image revamp in 2015, little 
remained to be updated on the 6. 

From the outside, it is an eye-pleas¬ 
ing model, with flowing lines joining 
together in Mazda’s signature grille, 
which is flanked by a sharp LED 
lighting signature. 

In the cabin, several enhancements 
are seen, including a redesigned 
steering wheel, fresh instrument dials 
and chrome effects on tactile compo¬ 
nents such as the glovebox. 

One of the enhancements likely to 
go unnoticed, but which shows 
Mazda’s appreciation of customer 
feedback, is the improved quality of 
the front seatback pockets, aiming to 
prevent wear. 

Similarly to its previous guise, 
the cabin of the Mazda 6 boasts a 
premium feel, which belies its 
reasonable price. 

Space is plentiful with the 6, both 
in sedan and wagon form. Front and 


back passengers can sit in comfort 
and while the estate’s 522-litre boot 
may not be able to compete with 
other models in its class, it is, 
nonetheless, adequate. 

A host of technology as standard - 
much of which was available on the 
previous model - makes the 6 not 
only comfortable to drive, but safe 
and practical as well. This includes a 
forward-sensing camera, through 
which the car’s advanced smart city 
brake support and smart brake sup¬ 
port operate. 

The hotly anticipated GVC system 
uses engine torque to generate decel¬ 
eration g-force, which in turn shifts 
the load to the car’s driven front 
wheels, increasing front tyre grip to 
boost responsiveness. 

As long as the driver maintains a 
constant angle through the bend, the 
GVC then restores acceleration 
engine torque, transferring the load 
back to the rear wheels. 


Effectively, it gives the Mazda 6 a 
smoother and more stable drive than 
ever before. 

Another thing the GVC will do, 
Mazda claims, is improve passenger 
comfort at high speeds, as fewer 
steering corrections are required to 
keep on path. 

We can’t help but agree that the 
model does feel noticeably stable on 
the motorway, which, combined with 
the comfortable ride, makes it an 
ideal long distance wagon. 

On looks alone, the 2017 Mazda 6 
would not be worth the premium over 
any previous guise. 

However, when the extensive 
engine tech is taken into considera¬ 
tion, the model becomes one of the 
most technologically equipped in its 
price range. 

The Mazda 6 price range starts at 
£19,795 for the saloon, with the 2.2 
Skyactiv-D Tourer in SE-L trim 
priced at £24,795.

DIER: WE WILL 
BOUNCE BACK

ERIC DIER insists that it is only a matter of 
time before Tottenham Hotspur get back to 
winning ways as they prepare to host Bayer 
Leverkusen at Wembley Stadium in the 
Champions League tonight. 

Although Spurs remain unbeaten in the 
Premier League, Saturday’s 1-1 stalemate at 
home to champions Leicester was their third 
successive draw in the league and extended 
their winless streak to five matches in all 
competitions. 

The versatile Dier, who is currently filling 
in at centre-back for the injured Toby Alder- 
weireld, expressed his frustration that the 
side once again failed to turn a dominant 
display into maximum points - but he 
remains adamant that it will not be long until 
they get back to winning ways as they 
prepare for a crucial week, which sees them 
following tonight’s game by visiting bitter 
rivals Arsenal in the league on Sunday. 

“It’s very frustrating,” he said. “We con¬ 
trolled the game from start to finish and we 
knew what Leicester were going to do. We 
know their style, so we’re very disappointed 
because we didn’t create more chances and 
didn’t score enough goals. 

“Every chance they had came from us and 
we have to limit the mistakes we make, 
because it led to their chances. 

“We’ll keep playing, keep improving the 
way we play, try to get better and try to start 
winning games, because we’re drawing too 
many. 


“We’re playing well and it’s just a matter 
of time before it all comes together. We need 
to kill off games, but this is football. We 
know what we have to do, now we just have 
to do it.” 

Dier added: “This is a big week for us. 

Bayer Leverkusen is a massive game. We 
have two home matches left in the Cham¬ 
pions League and we have to win them both. 

“We’re still unbeaten in the Premier 
League, we’re positive and we’re looking 
forward to the week.” 

Saturday’s match saw summer signing 
Vincent Janssen put Spurs ahead from the 
spot, but they were unable to hold on to their 
lead and Ahmed Musa’s goal early in the 
second half saw Leicester pick up their first 
away point of the season. 

“We tried, tried and tried and it was diffi¬ 
cult,” said manager Mauricio Pochettino. 

“There were a lot of positives, but it’s hard 
when you do everything to try and win the 
game to then only take one point. 

“We need to be positive. It’s true we’re dis¬ 
appointed after that game, but in football if 
you make a mistake sometimes you pay for 
it. It was hard for us, but we paid for the 
only mistake we made. 

“It’s hard but we need to be positive after 
ten games. We’ve got five wins and five 
draws and we need to keep going. 

“In football bad periods sometimes hap¬ 
pen and we’re in a bad period, but we’re still 
unbeaten - and that is very important. Now 
we have two very important games ahead - 
Leverkusen and then Arsenal - and we need

Borough survive late scare to seal win 


THE London Skolars have re-signed four key 
players as they begin to put their squad together 
ahead of the new rugby league season. 

Aaron Smalls, Eddie Mbaraga, Charlie 
Lawrence and Ryan Chester have all committed 
their futures to the club for 2017 as the Skolars 
look to build on an encouraging campaign in 
Kingstone Press Championship One last time 
around.
